D e s c r i b e s Life in 
Shanghai; Now Sta­ 
tioned at Philadel­ 
phia 


Philadelphia, Penna. 
February 27, 1941 
The Gettysburg Times 
Gettysburg, Penna. 
Dear Sirs: 
I received the Times the other day 
and was very glad to get it and to 
see the news of home. 
I only re­ 
cently left Gettysburg on my tour 
of duty here. I enlisted in the U. S. 
Marines, September. 1935, at Balti- 
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more, Maryland, and went to Parris 
Island, South Carolina, tor training, 
staying there until December 27, 
1935. 
I went from Parris Island to naval 
operating 
base, 
Ham pton 
Roads, 
Virginia, and was there until Ja n ­ 
uary 27, 1936, when I left for S hang­ 
hai, China, on board the U SB . 
Chaum ont. 
We had 600 M arines 
and about 800 sailors aboard. 
We 
sailed by way of Cuba, Panam a and 
San Diego, California, where most 
of the sailors disembarked. 
We 
then went to San Francisco and 
then to the naval base at Mare 
Island where we took on supplies 
for the trip to China. Leaving Cali­ 
fornia we then went to Honolulu, 
Territory of Hawaii, Guam, M ari­ 
anas I s l a n d , M anila, Phillipine 
Island, Honkong, China and then 
to Shanghai. There I went aboard 
the UB.S. Tulsa on the 12th of 
April, 1936. The Tulsa is a gun boat 
and was on south China patrol duty. 
We made one patrol and arrived 
back in Shanghai on August 18, 
1936, a t which time I was tran s­ 
ferred to Motor Transport Company, 
4th Marines, Shanghai, China. 
In 
Motor Transport Company I per­ 
formed duties as a chauffeur, driv­ 
ing 
for 
Admiral 
Yarnall, 
com- 
mander-in-chief of Asiatic Fleet; 
Paul V. McNutt, high commissioner 


of the Phillipine Islands, and also 
the commanding officer of the 4th 
Marines. 
There was quite a bit of excite­ 
m ent in Shanghai during the trouble 
which started August 13th (which 
was Friday), 1937. 
Shanghai is a 
very interesting place and I would 
like very much to go back there for 
duty. 
The rate of exchange was $7.50 
China money for $1.00 U. S. and a 
dollar there'will go as far as a dol­ 
lar here. 
Of course a service m an 
spends mostly for amusement, not 
for actual living expenses, which 
are somewhat higher. 
There are 
several first class theatres with the 
latest movies and also night clubs of 
all descriptions. 
The life of a service m an in China 
m ight be called the “life of Riley" 
as far as the service is concerned. 
Chinese boys do all of your work 
and are called room boys. 
W henever you wish to go any­ 
where all you do is walk out to the 
street and a half dozen ricksha 
coolies will run up wanting you to 
ride with them. 
The ricksha boys 
go at a trot and can cover a great 
distance in a short time. The aver­ 
age fare is IO cents Chinese money, 
which is about 2 ti cents In our 
money, depending on the am ount of 
exchange. 


I left Shanghai on November 19, 
1938, and came back over the same 
route as I went out, arriving at the 
Navy Yard, Portsm outh, Virginia. 
February 6, 1939, staying there until 
the lith of February and then was 
transferred to Post Garage, Q uan­ 
tico, Virginia. I stayed at Quantico 
until I was discharged on October 
9, 1939. 
The duty a t Quantico was 
very easy, working about six hours 
a day with Saturday and Sunday 
off, and drill about twice a m onth. 
W hen I was discharged I came 
back to Gettysburg and 
was there 
until I was called back to active 
service on December 4, 1940. Since 
then 
I have been doing duty at 
Post 
O arage navy yard, Philadel­ 
phia. 
I will be glad to correspond with 
anyone and will answer any ques­ 
tions th a t I can about my service 
here or in China.

Adolf Hitler's mechanized legions 
roled across Bulgaria toward the 
Greek a n d T urkish frontiers today, 
threatening to create a new' front in 
the European war.

CHECKING DELINQUENTS 
The Bureau of Internal Revenue 
has at its command many sources 
for checking up delinquent taxpay­ 
ers. One of these is the “information 
at source” provision of the Inter­ 
nal Revenue Code, under which per­ 
sons. “in whatever capacity act­ 
ing,” are required to report on 
Form 1099, to the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue at Washington, 
D. C., payments of fixed or deter­ 
minable income to another in the 
calendar year of 1940 of $800 or more. 
If the recipient is married, and is 
a citizen or resident of the United 
States, reports need not be made 
of salary or other compensation for 
personal services unless the pay­ 
ments aggregate $2,000 or more. If 
the marital status of the payee is 
unknown to the payor, the payee is 
considered a single person for the 
purpose of filing an information re­ 
turn of salary or other compensa­ 
tion for personal services. 
Fixed or determinable income in­ 
cludes wages, salaries, royalties, pre­ 
miums, rent. Interest, etc. A sepa­ 
rate return of information for each 
employee is required of employers. 
The requirements are not limited to 
periodical payments, but a single 
payment must be reported. Domestic 
and resident foreign corporations 
are required to make a separate re­ 
port. Form 1099, of dividends or 
distributions for each individual, 
citizen, or resident of the United 
States, resident fiduciary, or a resi­ 
dent partnership any member of 
which is a citizen or resident, who 
was paid $100 or more during the 
calendar year 1940. 
All persons or organizations act­ 
ing at any time during the year 
1940 as broker or other agent in 
stock. bond, or commodity transac­ 
tions < including banks which han­ 
dle clearing orders for depositors or 
custodian accounts) are required to 
file annual returns of information 
on Form HOO with respect to all 
customers, depositors, or accounts 
for whom or which the total amount 
of the sales of securities or com­ 
modities. or the total market value 
of the securities exchanged, is $25,- 
(H)0 or more during the calendar year 
1940 and each subsequent calendar 
year, with certain exceptions. 
A 
separate Form HOO must be pre­ 
pared for each customer, depositor, 
or account for whom or which busi­ 
ness was transacted during the year, 
and must show the name and ad­ 
dress and other information pro­ 
vided for in the form. 
Information returns are carefully 
checked with individual returns of 
taxpayers.

The Franklin fire company of 
Franklin county is reported to be 
having difficulty being certified as 
the recipient agency for foreign in­ 
surance companies’ tax moneys, lev­ 
ied by the state, and distributed to 
fire companies.
